During  the  early  part  of  the  present  year 
this  Association  asked  of  you  subscriptions 
for  the  purchase  of  apparatus  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  life  and  property  from  fire. 

The  response  to  our  appeal  was  prompt  and 
generous,  and  with  the  funds  obtained  we 
have  purchased  apparatus  which  was  most 
needed. 

We  have  a  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck— fulhr 
equipped  with  the  usual  applicances  of  sucli 
trucks— besides  four  Chemical  Extinguish¬ 
ers,  and  a  Force  Pump  with  Hose  capable  of 
throwing  an  effective  stream. 

Our  Association  is  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State. 

We  have  a  well  organized  company  of 
fifty  men,  and  expect  to  organize  others  as 
needed. 

We  have  been  appointed  by  the  Township 
Committee  as  the  authorized  Fire  Department 
of  the  town,  and  our  Fire  Marshal  has  been 
approved  by  them.

trifle.  The  property  alluded  to  is  situ 
ated  on  both  sides  of  the  main  street  and 
partly  on  two  cross  roads  that  connect  it 
with  both  Bloomfield  and  Belleville  Av¬ 
enues.  It  is  partly  hill,  partly  level,  and 
partly  lowland,  so  that  those  wishing 
mountain  views,  or  preferring  a  level 
plain,  or  even  a  duck  pond  in  the  rear, 
can  all  be  accommodated.  Bridges  have 
been  erected  over  rivers,  canals,  and  rail¬ 
roads,  to  make  it  convenient  »f  access  to 
all  points;  from  one  of  these  (known  as  the 
High  Bridge)  a  view  of  Mud  Lake  and 
the  Thousand  Islands,  can  be  obtained. 
Beautiful  shade  trees  encompass  the  lots 
and  add  much  to  their  attractions. 

What  would  seem  to  be  wanted  to  en¬ 
hance  the  value  of  thSke  lots,  is  a  more 
direct  communication  with  the  center  of 
the  town  (as  Bloomfield,  unlike  Montclair, 
grows  from  the  center  outward);  this 
could  be  accomplished  by  building  a 
bridge  over  the  8ixth  Ward  It  would 
be  a  good  plan  also  to  present  the  corps 
of  editors  of  The  Citizen,  anil  the  cor- 
resi>ondents,  with  a  few  lots  to  be  sold  at 
any  price  obtainable,  then  give  away 
every  other  lot  to  any  one  that  would 
erect  a  suitable  building.  If  after  this 
division  any  were  left,  get  some  contrac¬ 
tor  to  build  a  block  or  two  of  fancy  cot¬ 
tages  at  the  expense  of  Bloomfield’s  me¬ 
chanics  and  laborers.  If  the  above  sug¬ 
gestions  are  properly  carried  out,  this 
really  beautiful  plot  of  land  will  aim  soon 
to  compete  with  the  western  portion  of 
the  town, 

N.  B. — No  charge  for  this  notice.  The 
Citizen  w’as  established  to  advocate  the 
interests  of  property  owners,  and  assist  in 
building  up  the  town.
